Tokio Attitude to Pacific 
Problems In Doubt In Dis­ 
armament Message 


TO K IO , July 14.— The news­ 
paper Nichi Nichl today stated 
that the Japanese navy depart­ 
ment will insist on completing 
its 
present 
building 
program. 
There is a general feeling here 
among 
public officials 
for ac­ 
cepting disarmament in princi­ 
ple, but adding many reserva­ 
tions as far as the present situa­ 
tion goes. 
The general trend of 
opinion is that President Hard­ 
ing's proposal came sooner than 
expected, and that the time is 
not ripe for such a move. 


Ten Billion Dollar 
Annual War Cost 
Of Nations In Parley 


U n ite d Press Leased W ir e 
WASHINGTON, July 14.—More 
than $10,000,000,000 a year now 
is being spent for w ar purposes 
by nations invited to the disarm a­ 
m ent conference called by P resi­ 
dent H arding, it was show n to­ 
day in official budget statem ents 
flied 
w ith the 
federal 
reserve 
board here. 
E ngland’s w ar charge is approx­ 
im ately 60 per cent of her total 
revenues, while F rance is plung­ 
ing at the ra te of 90 per cent. 
Seventy-five cents out of each dol­ 
lar collected by the U nited States 
governm ent goes for th e m ain­ 
tenance of the arm y and navy, in­ 
terest on debts, to support rail­ 
roads and ships acquired as a re­ 
sult of the great war. 
Italy is spending approxim ately 
50 per cent for w ar purposes and 
Japan more than 60 per cent.

to agree beforehand to include Paci­ 
fic problem s because 
any 
practical 
results of disarm am ent would have 
to be based on an am icable 
settle­ 
m ent in the Pacific. 
Officials Perplexed 
O fficials w ere 
plainly 
perplexed 
by the Japanese answ er and it was 
assum ed th at no 
form a) 
invitation 
nam ing a date for the 
conference 
w ilt be prepared until the Japanese 
attitu d e is cleared up. 
The possibility of Japan 
m aking 
som e such answ er h a d been 
fore­ 
seen discussed here, but it wras be­ 
lieved th at she would finally accept 
unreservedly. 
Form al notification 
th at 
China 
Would partake in the conference also 
w as received today. All the five na­ 
tions which received the 
A m erican 
query as to w hether invitation to a 
conference would be welcomed have 
now replied with

unconditional 
affirm ative except Japan. 
C hina’s notification of

will­ 
ingness to participate in the confer­ 
ence included a statem ent th at 
she 
would welcome discussion of the F ar 
E astern problem. 
Others May Enter Parley 
The U nited S tates will offer no 
objection to 
the 
participation 
of 
Belgium and the N etherlands in dis­ 
cussions of problem s touching 
the 
Pacific, it was said. It is recognized 
th at these two countries have a stake 
in the east, and the 
conference 
is 
intended to be a full expression of 
the views of the interested nations 
in definitely 
settling 
the 
Pacific 
question. 
No form al request was m ade 
by 
these two countries to come into the 
conference however. 


6 5 ,0 0 0 STOCK YARD 
WORKERS WIN FIGHT 
AGAINST WAGE CUT 


CHICAGO, July 14.— Sixty-five 
thousand stock yard workers ov­ 
er the country won a victory 
* when Judge Alschuler, arbitra­ 
tor, refused the request of the 
five big packers to reduce pay 
five cents an hour. 
Judge Alschuler ruled that the 
cost of living had not sufficient­ 
ly declined to warrant the cut. 
He gave the packers a con­ 
cession, however, when he ruled 
the men could be worked one 
hour overtime three days a week 
and be paid straight time instead 
of time and a half.

A fter an all night conference 
with a com m ittee from the Mexi­ 
can congress, Obregon issued a 
proclam ation rescinding the tax 
This was done, dispatches said, 
after Obregon bad received sem i­ 
official assurances th a t the U nited 
States would not impose an im ­ 
port tax on oil. 
Obregon urged im m ediate re­ 
sum ption of w ork in all the oil 
fields to relieve unem ploym ent 
and invited foreign oil company 
officials to a conference to work 
out a plan to stim ulate produc­ 
tion.

BLUE LAW ADVOCATES WOULD 
“ CLOSE” NATION ON SUNDAY

W ASH ING TO N, July 14,— A blue haze enveloped the nation’s cap­ 
ital today. 
N oah W . Cooper of Nashville, chairm an of the Southern M ethodist 
Sabbath S avin g Crusade, presented to President Harding today a bill 
which w ould virtually close down the nation on Sunday. 
Later he and members of his delegation conferred with members of 
congress urging support for the m easure. 
This bill would prohibit on Sunday: 
All work by em ployes of the U nited States. 
All trains that enter interstate com m erce. 
All work by postoffice em ployes. 
The publication of all newspapers that enter th e-mails. 
Any business that is interstate com m erce. 
The m easure is lim ited to interstate and federal business because 
the jurisdiction of congress does not extend to state affairs. 
H owever, it 
is the plan to seek state laws in addition to the federal statute. 
“ W e represent the sentim ent o f 1 0,000,000 professional Christians 
of the South who wish our nation saved from destruction,” Cooper said.

The second para­ 
graph went on to explain that 
the bill was for $1000 charged 
by the surgeon for a very simple 
operation on 
Dempsey’s 
nose; 
that Dempsey had paid the doc­ 
tor $500, which he thought was 
very liberal pay for the service 
rendered, and that the suit, judg­ 
ment and attachment was for 
the unpaid balance 
the 
doctor 
claimed to be due 
and 
which 
Dempsey 
regarded 
as an ex- 
horbitant and unjust charge. 
We noticed this news item in 
a good many newspapers, but in 
two of them It was incomplete, 
— only the first paragraph being 
published. 
We wrote to the edi­ 
tors of the two papers In which 
the article appeared 
in 
incom­ 
plete form and asked them why 
it was 
not 
published 
in 
full. 
One of them explained that the 
second paragraph was cut off by 
the foreman in making up the 
forms in order to ‘ make even”— 
that is, the column was too long, 
it was press time, and the fore­ 
man just grabbed the first bot­ 
tom paragraph he got his hand 
on and jerked It out. 
The other 
editor 
offered 
no 
explanation 
but simply said “The d— d brute 
is nothing but a 
deadbeat and 
deserves no consideration.” 
Thus we see, on the one hand, 
how easy it is for a newspaper 
to be made to appear unfair and 


dishonest 
in the 
handling 
of 
news, and on the other hand how 
dishonest and unfair some news­ 
papers can be in handling news. 
Dishonesty and unfairness in 
the handling of news is more 
often found in the reporting of 
political developments, speeches, 
meetings, conferences, etc., than 
in any other connection or rela­ 
tion. 
Not many 
years 
ago it 
was entirely common, and was 
not 
regarded 
as 
particularly 
culpable for a strictly partisan 
paper to ignore altogether the 
arguments of a public speaker 
representing the opposition, or 
to report the speech in a vein of 
sarcasm 
and 
ridicule, making 
him appear to say things He did 
not say, interpreting him entirely 
wrong 
and 
suppressing 
alto­ 
gether 
his 
arguments 
whose 
force and effect could not be 
twisted or distorted. Nowadays, 
however, this sort of reporting 
is the exception and not the rule. 
More and more partisan news­ 
papers which may 
not be 
dis­ 
posed to be fair as a matter of 
principle are compelled to be at 
least partially fair by the force 
of 
public 
opinion. 
Their 
pub­ 
lishers and editors realize that 
they could not get by with the 
kind of stuff that used to be so 
effective in political campaigns. 
Most newspapers of the pres­ 
ent time report all political meet­ 
ings and 
activities fully 
and 
fairly and confine their political 
arguments anc! propaganda to 
their 
editorial 
columns; 
and 
more and more the few papers 
which do not pursue this course 
as a m atter of principle feel ob­ 
liged to do so in order not to 
forfeit the respect and confidence 
of 
their 
readers. 
Moreover, 
newspapers, publicists and peo­ 
ple generally realize that a ver­ 
dict secured at the polls through 
misrepresentation or suppression 
of facts is never a just verdict, 
or a verdict of any social or ulti­ 
mate political value.

The following was issued by the 
Farm Bureau federation: 
“We have the finest rural civiliza­ 
tion, taken as a whole, the world 
has ever seen; our farmers average 
very high in intelligence; they pro­ 
duce more per man than almost any 
other farmers in the 
world; 
they 
have adopted the 
most 
advanced 
system of extensive farming yet de­ 
veloped. 
“Notwithstanding all this they are 
now in a most trying period and are 
suffering 
severe 
financial 
losses. 
Farm ers throughout the nation, es­ 
pecially 
those 
in 
the South and 
West, are experiencing exactly the 
same trouble. 
The cotton farmers 
of the South, the rice farmers, the 
cattle and sheep growers of the Far 
West, the fruit growers, all these are 
passing through this same valley of 
discouragement and financial stress. 
“People who are not familiar with 
agriculture find it hard, to under­ 
stand the situation. 
They refuse to 
believe that the depression Is so 
serious as it really is. 
They point 
to the high value of our land; tq,the 
high prices at which farm products 
were selling prior to this heavy drop, 
to the large number of automobiles 
owned by farmers, to the apparent 
wealth and comfort on every side; 
and they refuse to take seriously 
what the farm ers 
say 
concerning 
their troubles. 
Causes of Depression. 
"There are two causes 
for 
ibis 
widespread agricultural depression. 
One is the high cost of production 
last year. 
If we include all the fac­ 
tors which properly enter into the 
cost “of production, we find, for ex­ 
ample, that the cost of producing a 
bushel of corn in Iowa, the greatest 
corn state, was more than 90 cents 
This includes the land cost, the la­ 
bor cost, and everything else which 
ought to be included. 
If we omit 
the land charge altogether, the price 
which 
the 
farm er 
can get for a 
bushel of corn is still considerably 
below what it cost him to produce 
it. 
The largest item of cost in corn 
production is not land hut labor. 
“The second cause of the farm­ 
er’s trouble is this: 
Prices of farm 
products have dropped out 
of 
all 
proportion to the prices 
of 
other 
things, as well as out of all propor­ 
tion to the cost of production. 
“Now note the prices of some of 
the things 
the 
farm er must 
buy. 
Wages of farm hands are about IOO 
per cent above the pre-war normal, 
railroad rates are from 70 to 90 per 
cent above pre-war normal and such 
basic commodities as pig iron, coke, 
petroleum, lumber, Portland cement, 
are far above the pre-war normal— 
from IOO to 150, and In some cases, 
200 
per cent above 
the 
pre-war 
normal. 
‘In other words, when the farm­ 
er is selling the things he produces 
at prices no higher, and, for great 
surplus crops, lower than the pre­ 
war normal, he must buy practically 
everything he needs at prices from 
50 to 150 per cent above the pre­ 
war normal. The severe agricultural 
depression is inevitable as long as 
such a condition exists and this de­ 
pression will certainly be communi­ 
cated to Industry and business gen­ 
erally. 
Eventually Ail Must Suffer. 
“It is a siuation 
which 
should 
challenge the very best thought of 
the entire nation. 
If it continues 
the trouble will be communicated to 
everyone. 
We are brothers one of 
another. 
Anything which hurts the 
farmer will very soon be communi- 
acted to all of our citizens. 
The 
farmers represent probably 35 to 40 
per cent of the population. 
Any­ 
thing which seriously affects their 
buying power will bring trouble to 
the people who make or deal In the 
things the farmer buys. 
“We cannot hope to reach normal 
conditions until we arrive on a price 
level which will be fair to all our peo­ 
ple and all products. 
Farm pro­ 
ducts must come up In price and 
other products come down until the 
normal relation between them has 
been restored. 
“The fanner is the one man en­ 
gaged in a big business who has had 
no vote in fixing the price of the 
things he produces. 
He has been 
compelled to take whatever prices 
he could get, 
His cost of produc­ 
tion has not at any time been con­ 
sidered in determining this price. 
In times of large crops ,prices fre­ 
quently have been 
ruinously 
low. 
Very large crops, as a rule, give the 
fanner fewer 
dollars 
than 
small 
crops. 
Farming seems to be one 
business in which large production 
is always penalized. 
“It is not a question of production 
alone, it is a question of the farmer 
being able to sell what he produces 
at a price which will justify him in 
continuing to produce. 
We are the 
best producers in the world but our 
sales system is very bad indeed. We 
must study everything which influ­ 
ences both production and probable 
needs. 
“In short, the people of the na­ 
tion must come to understand that 
our prosperity as a nation depends 
upuu a prosperous and wholesome 
agriculture. 
“We will get through this period. 
The nation is not going bankrupt. 
The farmers are not going bank­ 
rupt. 
Neither are they going to lie 
down on their job. 
Gradually farm 
prices will be brought into fair rela­ 
tion with other prices and we will 
go ahead hitting on all cylinders.” 


EXPEDITE WORK OIL LIND SHARE 


WASHINGTON, July I?.—A re­ 
duction of 29,476 in the number of 
pending compensation and insurance 
claims of former service men and 
women has been effected during the 
last three months of the fiscal year 
ending 5uly I, 1921, it is announced 
today by Director C. R. Forbes of 
the bureau of war risk insurance. 
This reduction in the 
number 
of 
.claims on which final action is still 
to be taken has been accomplished 
notwithstanding the fact that new 
claims have been reaching the bu­ 
reau during that period at an av­ 
erage rate of from 700 to 800 a day, 
and that these new cases receive at 
once as complete action as is possi­ 
ble on the data presented. 
On April I, 1921, there were pend­ 
ing before the bureau 99,401 claims 
for compensation and 5,788 insurance 
claims; on July I, 1921, the account 
stands 67,000 pending compensation 
claims and 3,025 pending insurance 
claims, while during that period of 
time 56,258 new claims have been 
filed with the bureau. 
Drive Toward Goal 
A determined drive toward tho 
goal of a current basis in handling 
the claims of former service men has 
been instituted in the bureau. 
To 
this end a weekly chart is prepared 
and posted in each of the units of 
the 
compensation 
and 
insurance 
claims division where action is in­ 
itiated, and on this appears the num­ 
ber of waiting claims apportioned to 
that section and the estimated ac­ 
count as it should stand at the close 
of the week. 
Many of the units are 
now running ahead of their schedule 
of reduction of cases awaiting action. 
All cases which have been pending 
for six months are now handled by 
telegram, the wires going to the 
claimant himself, to the district of­ 
fice of the bureau of war risk insur­ 
ance which is nearest to him, to some 
one of the welfare organizations co­ 
operating with the bateau, or to any 
source from which information nec­ 
essary to the adjudication of the 
claim may be obtained. 
An intensive program is being car­ 
ried out in 
the 
Medical 
division 
through the introduction of fifty ad­ 
ditional doctors who were called 
from the district offices of the Unit­ 
ed States public health service to 
aid in the drive and, as a result, the 
medical division has succeeded, from 
May 15 to July I in handling approxi­ 
mately 50,000 cases. The experience 
in handling war risk cases so afford­ 
ed these doctors, temporarily detail­ 
ed from field service, will be of fur­ 
ther assistance and value 
to the 
work of adjudicating war risk bu­ 
reau claims when the doctors shall 
have returned to the field and when 
legislation may have made the estab­ 
lishment of regional offices with au­ 
thority for complete action on cases 
an accomplished fact 


The refusal of Carl Hankey, for­

Hankey, it is stated, declares that 
his signature to an agreement to de­ 
liver the deed was 
secured 
under 
circumstances that has 
made* him 
fight the fulfillment of tho 
agree­ 
ment. 
The case is one of the most unus­ 
ual now before the local courts. 
It 
appears that the same day that Han­ 
key signed a document involved in 
the action now before the court he 
also signed an agreement 
for 
the 
sale of a half interest in the prop­ 
erty, to W. W. Smith of Santa Ana. 
Signs Agreement, Claim 
The plaintiffs in the action now 
before Judge Williams on demurrer 
are Frank L. Purinton and O. J. Guil- 
bort. both of Santa Ana, represented 
by Attorneys L. A. W est and J. 
A. 
Harvey. The complaint 
sets 
forth 
that Hankey signed 
an 
agreement 
whereby he would 
trade 
a 
two- 
thirds interest in his 
five-acre 
oil 
property to Purinton 
and 
Gnilbert 
for a walnut grove at San Juan Cap­ 
istrano, listed as worth $30,000, Han­ 
key to assume a $10,000 mortgage. 
The deal was made through Everett 
A. White. 
Friends of Hankey state that Han­ 
key says that he signed the agree­ 
ment with the understanding on his 
part that he could withdraw from it 
the next day if he wished, and that j 
his agreement of a sale of a half in­ 
terest to Smith was made with the 
expectation that he could withdraw 
from the Purinton-Guilbert 
agree­ 
ment. 
The day after these 
two 
agreements were signed, the W estern 
Uniou brought in its big well. 
Under Advisement 
In the litigation now going on, 
Hankey is represented by Attorneys 
Bishop and Wellington. 
Judge Williams has the demurrer 
under advisement. Should he over­ 
rule the demurrer, 
the 
defendant 
must answer and the case will come 
to trial. Should the demurrer, which 
concerns legal grounds only, be sus­ 
tained, the plaintiffs may be given 
leave to amend the complaint. 
The court, however, may rule that 
the plaintiff has failed to state suf­ 
ficient cause for action and the de­ 
murrer may be sustained without 
leave to amend the complaint. 
It 
seems likely that the case will go 
into the higher courts.

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Institution of a parental school in 
Orange county in the near future 
today was believed certain by those 
who are interested in the project. 
Their confidence of ultimate suc­ 
cess was based on hearty approval 
of the plans given yesterday after­ 
noon by school trustees of the county 
at their convention in the armory. 
Endorsement was practically unan­ 
imous, and 
none of 
the trustees 
voiced disapproval, unless a talk by 
a representative from 
La Habra 
could be considered as against the 
project. He counseled investigations 
as to initial cost and annual main­ 
tenance before taking action. 
A committee of five was appoint­ 
ed to make an investigation of costs 
and report its findings to R. P. Mitch­ 
ell, superintendent of county schools. 
When the report is filed copies will 
be sent to the different boards, along 
with a resolution to be prepared by 
Mitchell addressed to the board of 
supervisors requesting the organiza­ 
tion of the schooL 
May Reject or Approve 
The resolution may be adopted or 
rejected, as the individual board? 
choose. The committee is composed 
of F. L. Andrews, Santa Ana, chair­ 
man; Mrs. Belle J. Benchley, Fuller­ 
ton; James A. Baker, Magnolia; Ira 
Patterson, Seal Beach, and C. A. 
Johnson. Huntington Beach. 
A school may be established upon 
one or more districts petitioning the 
board. The present discussion is for 
a school to be supported by the en­ 
tire county. 
In case some of the 
school boards decline to join in the 
district, 
parental 
school 
districts 
may be organized by those districts 
favoring them, in which event the 
expense would be assessed against 
such districts only. 
Mitchell today stated that he be­ 
lieved that such a school could be 
started with an initial cost of $20,- 
000, with an annual maintenance 
charge approximating $3000. 
The initial cost would be for what 
would embrace a five-acre tract and 
buildings suitable for the purposes 
of the school. 
“Magnificent, Failure” 
Walter Vandermast, iiotarian, was 
one of the speakers on the subject. 
He recounted efforts of Kiwanis and 
Rotary committees to act as “big 
brothers” to near delinquents. Ile 
characterized that movement as a 
“magnificent and glorious failure.” 
He declared that it was found that 
Itho efforts of the “big brothers” 
were offset by the home influence to 
which the boys were subjected, and 
which could not be changed by the 
men interested. 
The object of the school is to reach 
children at that midway point when 
they are rebellious against school 
authority and yet have not reached 
the stage of delinquency. 
Superintendent Nellis of the Whit­ 
tier state school gave an interesting 
talk on the aims and possibilities of 
such a school, during the course of 
which he explained the manner in 
which the 
plans 
of the W hittier 
school are being changed to avoid 
any sense of obloquy which the boyg 
may carry in the future. 
Numbers Tell Views 
Speakers who told of their views 
and experiences, followed Superin­ 
tendent Nellis and included Major 
M. B. Wellington, Paul A. Wright, 
county prohibition officer; the Rev. 
John Oliver, IL R. Miller, of the 
Y. M. C. A.; Ira Patterson, superin­ 
tendent of the Seal Beach schools; 
C. A. Johnson, manager of the Holly 
Sugar company, Huntington Beach; 
A. P. Nelson, district attorney; J. A. 
Cranston, 
city 
superintendent 
of 
schools; Mrs. Earl Morris, president 
of the county federation of the Par­ 
ent Teachers association, and many 
others. 
Probably no more forceful talk was 
given that 
that of 
Paul Wright, 
whose position as probation officer 
of the county gives him a peculiar 
insight into the affairs and nceda of 
boys. 
“Of course, the parental school will 
require the expenditure of a certain 
sum of money, but the aim is to keep 
boys from becoming criminals—and 
what 
takes 
more 
money 
than 
crime?” he asked. 
“We need good men in this world, 
and if a boy gets started wrong, what 
better work can we do than to help 
him get a fresh start? As for the 
money, we can get ail kinds of money 
to poison ground squirrels, we can 
get ail we want to fight the red 
scale, but it is like pulling an eye­ 
tooth to get a dime to save a boy!” 
Quotes Figures 
Wright told of the establishment 
of a small building in this city which 
the officials thought might help solve 
the problem of the near-delinquent 
boy. He quoted the figures dsed in 
its upkeep and tne criticism which 
it met from some conservative citi­ 
zens who “thought it should be full 
all the time in order to make it 
pay,” and concluded: 
"We are told that the home is the 
proper point toward which we should 
direct our effort, but we can’t do very 
much in that manner. The home has 
had the start of us by about 2000 
years, and we are having a hard 
time to catch up. Whore that home 
fails, we want to step in, aud so far 
as possible give the average parental 
care, which will enable the average 
boy to make the average good citi­ 
zen. It is not ours, either to inter­ 
fere with the home or to correct the 
delinquent child, but to save the 
child who is on the borderland of de­ 
linquency.” 
Discussion of the proposed par­ 
ental school was preceded by a short 
talk by VV. C. Roberts, county school 
attendance officer, on the problems 
and duties of his office; a discussion 
of the Eden bill in regard to the an­ 
nexation of school districts to the 
nearest high school district and the 
new school tax law outlining the 
budget system. '

"We try to keep the houses as 
nearly as possible at 64 degrees at 
night and between 75 and 80 degrees 
during

sun causes the day temperature to 
vary somewhat.” 
Sprinkled Individually 
Each plant is individually sprinkled 
but there is no set rule as to just 
when irrigation is necessary. The 
scientific rose grower, however, can 
tell by the look of a tiny bush just 
when watering is desirable. 
Each plant 
is syringed twice a 
week to safeguard against the red 
spider, which is likely to infest the 
bush and take the sap and vigor 
from it. The spider gets under the 
leaves, and the sprayer has to lift 
each one separately to kill the com­ 
mon enemy of all roses. 
Nicotine liquid is used for fumi­ 
gation twice a week and nicotine 
paper once a week. 
"The 
first 
prerequisite of good 
rose growing is to keep the bush 
clean 
and 
healthy,” 
said 
Amling 
when asked 
the 
purpose of this 
spraying. “A rose bush can’t give 
its hest if it isn’t in the very best 
condition.” 
Extreme care mast he taken in re­ 
gard to ventilation. 
The big glass 
roofs may be lifted or lowered as 
desired, but should the bush become 
infested with mildew, a typical Cali­ 
fornia plant disease, comparable, in 
the case of rose hush as, with a 
common ordinary cold in a person, 
the plant will lose half of its vigor, 
Amling says.

But Cham bers puts it at rest 
by the formal announcem ent that he is soon to 
quit public office, and, whether or not he attem pted 1 
to control the naming of his successor, w ithin a 
few days it is likely Governor Stephens will fill out i 
a com m ission for som ebody as controller, and San 
Bernardino folks unanim ously nom inate Riley.
